Taken us a whole 
tue address adulte of no double meaning, it 
leaves no hole to crawl out of. It asserte as 
plainly av words can do that Mr. Hardisty 
has chosen to take the popular side in the 
contest that must be waged by the North- 
West for the next few years to secure its 
emancipation trom: monopoly and mis-govern- 
ment. Whether the qhoice is a wise one with 
a view to his own success in the present eleo- 
tion, he must be the judge, but having made 
the choice be is fairly entitled to the support 
of those whose principles he most nearly 
professes, Of course it is probable that what 
ever other candidates may be in the feld 
will take very similar ground, for itis becom · 
ing more apparent every day that no party 
Organization is powerful enough to cram 
unpopular principles down the popular throat 
in this contest, It is therefore for him to sce 
that having taken the popular side he covers 
the whole round on that side, so that no 
other candidate shall have the chance of 
stealing part of it from him. 

His first declaration of policy, that he is 
and will be independent of party control and 
consider the interests of the North-West tirst, 
should meet the approval of every elector of 
the district who has solid interests at stake. 
As long as the most important of our inter- 
este are managed directly from Ottawa 860 
long it wouid be suicidal to elect representa- 
tives who would on any acoount sacrifice 
those interetts to the exigencies of party ; as 
it is to be feared that the present minister 
of interior is sometimes compelled to do, and 
ae any representative acknowledging a party 
allegiance would, ava swan of honor, be 
bound to do aleo. Partisans and carpet-bag- 
gers have been the ruin of Manitoba. Mr. 
Hardisty is neither one nor the other of 
these. 

His second declaration that he not in any 
sense a H. B. Co. candidate ie neceseary ; as 
vue of the sirongest and most legitimate ob. 
jections to his candidature was that as a 
member and officer of a powerful vorporation 
holding the trade of an immense district tri- 
butary to Bdmonton under control, bis elec 
tion would unduly iucrease the Influence of 
that corporation to the disadvantage of 
other less powerful traders and business 
institutions.

The fifth clause uf the address ie probably 
the most impartant, in which Mr. Hardisty 
deelares for the abolition of the monopoly 
elause of the C. P. R. charter c necessary to | 
the development of the southern coal interest 
and to the extension of railway communica. 
tion throughout the territories ; for the H. B. 
railway ; and the opening up of the Macken 
sie river country. This latter is probably of 
the greatest immediate importance to us in 
the north. If the farmers here are to get a 
market for their produce during the next 
few years, it is in the immense basin of the 
Mackenzie mat it must de found; 
if this town is ever to be more than a country 
village it is by securing and centralizing the 
trade of that country here.

Clause six, regarding rebellion elan 
losses and scrip, is definite and satisfaetorr, 
and isa matter „f considerable interest ta 
many individuals in all parte ef the district, 
but especially here where leas attention has 
heen paid to those claims than elsewhere. 

Clause seven, regarding the loeking up of 
timber lirnits, is anethur matter of the high- 
est importance to this place and surrounding 
country. The principle laid down that tim- 
ber limits should only be granted to those 
who will work them is seund and worthy the 
approval of every elector. 

Clause eight, regarding a legivlative assem. 
bly for the territuries, places Mr. Hardisty 
still more in line with the people and further 
from accord with the present government 
policy than any other portion of his address, 
except that advocating the abolition of rail- 
way monopoly. 

While the address is satisfactory in spirit 
throughout and in letter av far ae it goes, 
there are other matters not touched upon in 
it by no means of secondary importance. 
One of these is the disposition to be made of 
the colonization company still in existence 
among us. If our schools, our churches, our 
roads and our town areto be kept back by 
the settlement that isto be made with the 
company, and people have to puy for their 
wood, hay and pasture besides by twenty 
or thirty thousand acres of our choice lande 
being locked up from settlement for aany 
yeara—the carrying out of some of the other 
promises made will avail us little. Tne exist- 
ence of this company was a swindle frum the 
first. It never had any rights, and it it had, 
has forfeited them. If the government desires 
to settle with it let it do so by paying 
the money back, or in any other way shat 
may be mutnally satisfactory, but not by 
allowing it to remain here to our injury, whe 
are under no compliments te either com 
pany or government, We look to our repre- 
sentative, whoeverhe may be, to clear us 
from its presence. 

Connected with the disposition to be made 
of colonization companies isthe land question 
in general, the most universally important 
that can come up for the consideration ef 
our North-West representatives. There 
should be a thorough understanding between 
the people and the various candidates as to 
the course to be pursued by the latter regaid- 
ing it. The principle laid down ia the address 
in reference to timber limite-—that they 
should only be acquired by thoes who work 
them is equally applicable to agricultural 
land. If this principle were acted upon the 
odd sections and other reserved lands 
throughout the North West euld be opened i 


the views of every North-Weet settler. It t. settlement, aud the country would have 


some chance of taking a start out of the 
slough of stagnation in which it now lies 
from the effects of the land policy pursued in 
past years. . 

Having taken the plunge asan independent, 
and thereby “made it in the last degree neces- 
sary fer the government to defeat him in 
favor of a party man, Mr. Mardisty should 
not fail to take strong ground on the popular 
side on all public questions.
